Glancing at the array of last year’s 
high school and prep stars which play- 
ed for the U. S. C. Frosh team last 
Saturday, it is evident that the Dons 
were put against the best competition 
offered by any Freshmen or Jaycee 
team on the Pacific Coast. And perus- 
ing over the records of the Western 
Division Jaycee teams, it appears 
from the score, 18-0 that the Dons 
were given the worst beating of all 
the conference members. 

Not So Bad 

But in reality they were not given 
the drubbing that the score would 
have you believe. Two of the three 
touchdowns soced by the Trobabes 
were really earned in hard competi- 
tion. The other touchdown was scored 
by the Frosh on an intercepted pass, 
a flukey thing which is likely to hap- 
pen against any team in an early 
season practice game. 

Dons Improve 

Hard work on defense in practice 
last week bore good results. The de- 
fensive strength was thoroughly test- 
ed by the Frosh team and it was 
found to be exceptionally strong 
against the powerful Thundering 
Babes. On offense the Dons entered 
the tilt without the services of two of 
the best quarterbacks on the team, 
Doyle Gilbert and Hideo Higashi on 
account of injuries.
